CHAPEL HILL, NC. (U PI)-A 
coroner’s jury has returned a ver 
dict of death “from causes un­ 
known’ ’in the case of two male 
University of North Carolina stu­ 
dents found dead on their beds 
in a dormitory room Friday. 
Autopsies were ordered after a 
preliminary investigation. 
The jury found nothing to indi 
cate what killed William Harri­ 
son Johnson Jr., 24, a graduate 
student from Statesville, N.C. 
and Jam es Michael Barham, 21 
of Burlington, N.C, 
A university spokesman said 
there were no external signs of 
violence, no signs of a struggle 
and no indication that the two 
had been drinking. 
An official said it would be at 
least "a couple of days” before 
he could determine the cause of 
the deaths from autopsies. 
The two students were found in 
their room in Cobb Dormitory. 
Both were clad in night clothes 
and were lying cm their backs in 
separate beds. 
Both Johnson and Braham were 
“ self-help” students who worked 
as waiters in I>enoir Hall on the 
campus. 
Their bodies were discovered 
shortly before noon by a janitor 
sent to look for them after they 
failed to report for work.

A L H A MB R A , Calif. 
(CPI) — An estimated I,- 
OOO youths staged four wild 
riots for about two hours 
early today In a five-block 
area of this suburban Los 
Angeles community, police 
reported. 
More than IOO law enforcement 
officers poured into town from 
surrounding communities to help 
quell the melee, in which police 
said there were no serious injur­ 
ies. 
The California Highway Patrol 
sped 15 radio cars to help cordon 
off the riot area-five blocks— 
and 50 sheriffs radio units from 
the Los Angeles area assisted 
them. 
At least two busloads of youths 
—mostly teen-agers—were booked 
on a variety of charges and po­ 
lice estimated the final number 
arrested by IO a m. EDT proba­ 
bly would be about IOO. 
Police were not certain what 
touched off the riots, but specu­ 
lated they might have been the aft­ 
ermath of the Monrovia-Alhambra 
high school football game held 
earlier in the evening. 
Asked if there had been any 
injuries or deaths, one officer 
said he suspected someone had 
been injured because "one sus­ 
pect’s shirt was bloody." 
Meanwhile, in East Los An­ 
geles, about 13 miles away, an 
estimated 50 juveniles staged a 
wild battle in which several shots 
were fired, police reported. 
Off icier s 
said the teen-agers 
were holed up in the city housing 
authority's William Mead homes. 
It was not immediately deter­ 
mined whether anyone had been 
shot. 
Alhambra police said the riots 
broke out shortly after midnight 
at a small drive-in restaurant It 
spread rapidly along a five block 
area. 
Hundreds of police augmented 
by off-duty officers and reserves 
poured into the area from the 
surrounding communities rd San 
Gabriel, Smith San Gabriel, Pasa­ 
dena, South Pasadena, Los Ange­ 
les and Monterey Park. 
All drive-in restaurants -in the 
area were closed by officers who 
then blocked off the main boule­ 
vards in the area, bottling the 
juveniles into a pocket where 
they were kept until buses could 
take them to police headquarters 
for 
booking 
on

of 
charges. 
“We had IOO kids fighting IO 
cops," said one breathless po­ 
liceman. 
"It was spontaneous. 
We don't know what started it. 
It just broke out up and down 
the street."
